It Is the general opinion among the 
keenest observers in Washington that 
Senator McCumber has more than off­ 
set any headway that the opponents 
of the treaty may have made by rea­ 
son of the fact that they control tilt 
foreign relations committee. 
‘'To my mind. Senator McCumber 
bas put the final nail in the Shantung 
controversy, 
said Senator Hitchcock 
in his statement. 
C o ntin u in g S e n a t o r H i tc h c o c k said; 
“I told the President that the Shant­ 
ung amendment put on in the foreign 
relations committee would be defeat­ 
ed by a decisive vole in the senate. I 
told him that at least twelve Repub­ 
lican senators would vote against the 
amendment. 
“T h e President seemed pleased with 
the situation in the senate and the 
country. 
I told him we helped move 
the treaty forward today by getting 
rid of the Fall amendments.

MOTORISTS MUST STOP 
FOR SCHOOL HACKS 


Law 
Requires Motor 
Driven Ve­ 
hicles To Stop While Hacks 
are Loading and Unloading. 


A law enacted by tile last legisla­ 
ture makes it unlawful 
for motor 
driven vehicles to pass rural school 
hack-, while they are loading and un­ 
loading and imposes a tine of not to 
exceed $25 for violation of same. 
The act as approved! on March 14, 
1919, reads as follows: “It shall be 
unlawful for any person driving an 
automobile, 
motor truck 
or other 
motor vehicle upon the public high­ 
way on overtaking or meeting any 
school hack engaged in transporting 
school children to or from school, to 
p a ss such hack while the same is be­ 
ing loaded or unloaded.”

W ashington (Special)— A com bina­ 
tion among bituminious coal 
opera­ 
tors to maintain or fix prices does not 
exist and would be impossible if a t­ 
tempted, J. D. A. Morrow, vice presi­ 
dent of the national coal association, 
told the senate subcommittee in its 
first d a y ’s inquiry here into the coal 
situation. 
Prices at the 
mine, 
Mr 
Morrow added, have declined under 
the .competition whi* h prevails and 
are lower now than they were a year 
ago. 
“T h ere 
are 
about 
5,000 
separate 
commercial producers operating ap­ 
proximately 
seven 
thousand 
mines, 
from which bituminous coal is regu­ 
larly shipped,” Mr. Morrow said. 
"In addition there are some two 
thousand operators with about three 
thousand mines, who begin producing 
and selling coal whenever the price 
goes up a little and offers a profit to 
them 
Thu^ in 191T coal production 
was reported to the United State* 
geological survey from 10,634 mines 
Moreover, there are hundreds of thou­ 
sands of acres of coal 
lands 
aion? 
railroads on which new mines can be 
readily and quickly opened by a n y o n e 
so disposed 
Such a condition obvi­ 
ously does not lend itself to restric 
t ir e combination among producers fn 
a idition the operators of each raining 
field are subject fo competition from 
the producers of other fields, so that 
buyers have m i r v different sources 
of supply available to them

The National Coal Association 
neither buys nor sells coal; neither 
docs it have anything w hatever to do 
with the prices which its members 
ask or sell at, nor with the territory 
into which they ship their coal, ner 
the quantity which they produce.” 
Mr Morrow stated that bituminous 
coal prices have declined since the 
armistice, and in general are lower 
th an the prices fixed by the United 
States fuel administration. 
He sub­ 
mitted 
charts 
to 
the 
committee 
graphically showing the prices which 
bituminous coal sold at the mines in 
different districts of the United States 
from April I to August I. 1919. 
In 
connection with these ch arts Mr. Mor­ 
row explained that when the price re 
strietions of the fuel administration 
were removed on February I. last, the 
better, more desirable coals went to 
a premium in the open competitive 
m arket and the less desirable coals 
declined in price. This w?as the action 
to be expected, he said, in a market 
where the buyer exercises his choice 
and can obtain the kind he prefers. 
As a result, instead of the uniform 
prices in different 
districts, 
which 
were fixed by the United States fuel 
administration. 
prices 
promptly 
spread out. some coal going higher 
and some lower than they had been 
“ M eintlm e,” Mr. Morrow said. “the 
cost of producing bituminous coal is 
higher now than It was a year ago. 
due to the fact that the mines then 
were operating six days a week and 
In m any cases now are operating on’y 
four days per week, and in some case* 
onlv Miree days per week. 
The over­ 
head expense of maintaining mines 
goes on just the same w hether coal 
is produced or not. 
These idle day 
expanses have resulted in increase ’ 
costs per ton, as compared with last 
year. 
Mr. Morrow drew comparisons be­ 
tw een the prices of bituminous coals 
at the mines in the United States and 
foreign countries. 
" P r ic e s at the mines in Great Brit 
ain,” he said, “a re about three time* 
the mine prices prevailing in the Unit 
ed States: in F ran ce the mine price* 
are more than three a^d a half time* 
those of the United States. 
Fn?!isb 
mine prices range from $6.94 to $7J * 
per ton.

petted to Boston and to Broadway hap­ 
pened In degree to the Midland city;
